Old Mack 
If 
anyone 
should 
sometimes 
forget how good God has been, 
just let him think of the many 
^ worse off than himself, for in­ 
stance Old Mack. 
He was a man of fine features 
and physique and apparently had 
,X hce been a type of what has 
™ e n called God’s noblest work. 
There was something indefinable 
about his carriage and features 
that indicated that he had once 
been an officer and a gentleman. 
But it was his misfortune to have 
stepped up to this earthly plate 
to bat just as 
the 
Civil 
War 
came on, and it left his mind a 
blank as far as past events were 
concerned. 
Physicians might say 
he was afflicted 
with 
amnesia. 


Modem doughboys would call it 
«hell shock. 
Who or what it was that one 
day dropped him off in old-time 
Comanche no one knows, but he 
was left there. He took kindly 
to the Chief office where Fields, 
my brother and I were slaving 
awav 
for 
modicums 
of 
melons, 
collards and firewood, which we 
usually received 
in payment for 
subscriptions. 
Why 
Mack 
hung 
around 
like 
a 
hungry 
dog 
no 
one knows except possibly it was 
because we sometimes fed him. 
In time he learned to engineer the 
ink roller for the old hand press, 
and therebv helped a little. 
Mack had another affliction be­ 
sides amnesia. He was the most 
susceptible victim 
of suggestion 
one had ever seen. Had Brisbane 
or Hearst told him that his drink­ 
ing water was whisky he would 
immediately 
act 
in 
a 
violently 
intoxicated manner. As a result 
of this susceptibility to sugges­ 
tion 
he 
would 
do anything on 
earth that he was reminded of, 
by anyone whatsoever. 
One day the elevating subject 
of 
conversation 
between 
Fields 
and one 
of those who like to 


make long visits with editors was 
"sausage” — of 
various 
kinds, 
homemade, 
linked, 
bologna 
and 
other 
varieties, A few minutes 
later from 
still another thinly- 
partitioned room we heard most 
heartbreaking sobs from Old Mack 
With 
sympathetic 
anxiety 
we 
rushed to console him. "W hat is 
the 
matter, 
poor 
old 
fellow?" 
vvn inquired. "Boo-hoo-hoo,” was 
I the reply, "I wish that 1 had a 
1 sausage.” 
Again 
one 
night 
when 
the 
Kangaroo Court was in session 
with solemn-faced Fields in the 
Judge’s 
place, some mischevious 
reprobate said to Mack, "Go to 
Fields and make him give you 
mv socks which be has on.” Down 
the center of the aisle, when the 
proceedings 
were 
most 
intense, 
marched Old Mack, and in a loud 
voice demanded the socks from 
the sedate Judge then and there. 
.Fields was equal
